THE NEW UNITED NATIONS 


When George Washington was president, 


the idea of states uniting to form a common 
government was as new in the world as the 
idea is now of a United Nation. In his Fare- 
well Address, he warned of difficulties the 
people might have in keeping their govern- 
ment and enforcing provisions of the Con- 
stitution. Especially he warned about the 
dangers of factionalism. 
Unity he believed 


especially necessary. Many of his wise words 
are applicable today. If the United Nations 
join to maintain peace and order, they should 
realize that: 


"The basis of our political systems Is the 


right of the people to make and to alter their 
constitutions of government. But the con- 
stitution which at any time exists, till 
changed by an explicit and authentic act of 
the whole people, is sacredly obligatory on 
all." 


Change was always to be in the power 


of the people, but he warned against change 
for the sake of change, destructive, attacking 
principles of government. 


"In all the changes to which you may be 


invited," he said, "remember that time and 
habit arc at least as necessary to fix the true 
character of governments as of other human 
institutions; that experience is the surest 
standards by which to test the real tendency 
of the existing constitution of a country." 


In other words, give agreements among 


nations, as we once did among states, a rea- 
sonable trial. Time, habit, experience will 
determine their value. Then, if change is 
called for, make a constructive change. 


BASEBALL ALIGNMENT 


Boston is 1,200 
miles from St. Louis. 


When two Boston baseball teams are sched- 
uled to play 11 games in St. Louis, usually 
in two sets of four games each and of three, 
it means a lot of traveling. Other Eastern 
and Western teams in the two major leagues 
take trips almost as long back and forth. 
Could this distance amounting perhaps to 
2,000,000 miles, be reduced? 


One way has been suggested by an un- 


named calculator. He would have the two 
leagues merge for the time being, so that the 
eight Eastern teams should play one another, 
and likewise the eight Western. This would 
bring two Boston, two New York and two 
Philadelphia 
(cams in one league with 


Brooklyn and Washington. The Western 
section would include the two teams of Chi- 
cago and St. Louis; also Detroit, Cincinnati, 
Pittsburgh and Cleveland. This would add 
novelty to the pennant races and save vast 
mileage. 


Some team owners plead that the 
1945 


schedules have been completed, and it would 
be a lot of trouble to draw up new ones. 1C 
tills is all the trouble to afflict the owners, 
they are lucky.

Nor would it lie right 
to say that Shigemitsu would not go along with 
his own country no mailer what his country did.

benefit Japan. His theory then was that if Japan 
could have another 
half century of peace 
she 


would become in reality one of'the mightiest na- 
tions on earth; that if Japan were forced to fight 
a major power, no matter who won the ostensible 
victory, Japan would he weakened beyond recog- 
nition. This view was also held by Baron Shidc- 


a who was slabbed when the current madness 
acgan. 


What I have not understood, not liking lo get 


such information second-hand, is why

)rcathlcssness or getting out of breath easily is an

There his been some .complaint 
lately here among newsmen that 
the restrictions are not needed 
and that it is foolish to impose 
them when press dispatches from 
European capitals which refer to 
movements of high 
officials 
of 


this and other governments can 
b* printed under the censorship 
code, the assumption being that 
:he censors in foreign capitals 
lave passed on them. 


The American press has rigidly 


restrained itself and has a splen- 
did record in that respect. If, 
lowever, newspapers 
in 
foreign 


countries are publishing informa- 
ion about the movements of the 
President or the Prime Minister, 
this is a shocking disregard of 
precaution. Reform lies in the 
direction of persuading the press 
abroad .to give the same obedience 
o the purposes of the rula as do 
Americans, rather than 
in the

United States.

the story of the Pied Piper. She 
also noted that Plato and Aris- 
totle appreciated the political sig- 
nificance of music in arousing the 
emotions of the mob and the use

Spencer and Shakespeare thought 
of music as the universal lan- 
guage and highest form of art, 
Miss Gordon explained. 


The use of music in therapy is 


a modern idea worked out by 
modern musicians and scientists.

And 
even when the writer may not 
know the person he or she draws 
each time, the letters are easy to 
write since there is always two 
weeks of accumulated news of 
general interest concerning ac- 
tivities in the church, in the town, 
etc. The result of the above pro- 
gram is that some of our married 
folk in the service get letters 
from single girls, and the few 
young women of the church in | 
the service, hear from married I 
men. 


"After more than two years of 


carrying this idea out, someone 
now advances the opinion that it 
is improper for a single girl to 
write to a married man! The 
committee would like to call a 
meeting, fortified with your ex- 
pression of opinion; and sugges- 
tions, too, if you have any to of- 
fer."
